revision should not be delayed, but 
executed with all diligence. 


Mr. Taft also said he favored the 


idea of a permanent tariff commission, 
the plan for which should be worked 
out with deliberation, the duties of 
such a commission to be to make a 
careful study of the operation of the 
proposed new tariff law, to the end 
that suggestions might be made in the 
future which would tend to place the 
whole question of the tariff on a more 
certain and scientific basis. 


Statement Twisted in Meaning.

On the Way to the End 


In the progress of lighting eA'ents in Fort "Wayne we come to September 23, 


1902, when a futile attempt was made by four minority members of the City 
Council, including William J. Hosey, to increase the annual tax levy for the light- 
ing fund.. 


It Avas proposed to make this special tax rate 10 cents on a hundred dollars. 
This minority report recited that public opinion demanded "that due provision 


should be made by the City to do ITS OWN lighting.'' 


Furthermore, it recited that "we now haA'e nearly $50,000 on hand, including 


accrued interest." 


Still further: 


"We belicA-e the special leAry can be made 10 cents this year, and that too 


Avithout increasing the total tax IBA-V aboA~e the one-dollar limit; if this is done 
Ave AA'ill have betAveen $70,000 and $75,000 available next year, and Avith an addi- 
tional levy next year the sum available at the expiration of the street lighting 
contract in 1904 WOULD BE AMPLE to meet the requirements of the City." 


The $75,000 estimate of cost upon Avhich the annual street-lighting fund levy 


had been established as a tax and had, for four years, been absorbing the taxpay- 
ers' money, Avas noAV, for some reason, being increased. 


It Avas made, as we see, about $100,000 by this 1902 report, but that amount 


Avas carefully labeled "ample." 


BelOAV is the kind of club AA'hich Avas flourished over the majority of the Coun- 


cil: 


"We see no A-alid reason AA-hy plans 'so faithfully adhered to during the past 


four years should now be abandoned, unless it is the intention of the members 
of this Council to shirk their sAvorn duty, betray the trust assumed by them and 
repudiate the pledges made by them to the people at the last election." 


HoAvcver, there Avere tAvelve AV!IO voted doAATi the report of the four, and there- 


by earned the gratitude of the City generally. 


Up to this point the movement for a Municipal Lighting Plant folloAved the 


lines of most such movements: 


First, an under-cstimate of cost and an exaggeration of Avhat is to be accom- 


plished by the expenditure. 


Second, a clever and politic readjustment of figures, after a time, to accustom 


the taxpayers to enhanced cost.

XOAV this second stage never concerns itself Avith the ultimate cost. 
That is 


too large a fact to tliroAV at the taxpayer at this particular moment. It would vlis- 
couragc him. 


The third stage, to Avhieh AVC have not yet come in the history of Fort Wayne's 


Municipal Lighting Plant Movement, is in most such movements, in most such 
cities as ours, the stage Avherc all the money in sight is spent; the taxes to be paid 
into the fund in the future are anticipated by the outlays, and the credit of the de- 
partment if not the City is pledged. 


The Fort Wayne public-lighting movement having entered on the customary 


course, Avhat happened? 


^ It was about AA-hat AA-as sure to happen, but not Avhat tho taxpayers had been 


led" to expect.

ing broken rock at the rate of two tons a minute. All 
the men in the quarry, two hundred in all, are fran- 
tically engaged in feeding its ravenous steel maw, and 
day by day the quarry widens nnd deepens and whole 
trains of railway cars draw away the nut size product 
from under the bins. 


Two hundred men are swinging hammers, picks 


and crowbars; but in the transformation process that 
converts a stratified quarry into ballast and concrete 
pebbles their combined power is as nothing compared 
with one little browu papered cylinder of soft, pinkish 
stuff packed in those boxes which Fritz carried as 


'•. though they were brittle glass. 
' '- That's dynamite, variously styled "the power un- 


tamable," '"a coiled spring of terrific power," "the 
pink demon of destruction," &c. It hasn't the bulld- 


"*~ing up 'pewei' -of a little red ant, but as a destructive 


agent its might is incomprehensible. Measured in one 
instance its power was computed as equalling sixteen 


, nnd one-half, million horse power, and its pressure as 


six hundred thousand pounds to a small square inch! 


Vagaries of Dynamite. 


That much is known about dynamite, unbelievable 


as it seems. Its vagaries are not known, or at least 
are not so well known and observed that handling it 
is a safe occupation. 


I suggested this to a "dynamiter," a big, tawny 


mustached Italian who knelt before a box, heaping 
one arm high with the sticks as though they were so 
much kindling wood. 


"Ees dangerous?" said he, with a boastful air. "SI 


vcra mooch! 
Oh," he gestured carelessly, "she all 


'right, you treata her right. Sure. So I"—he stood 
up and looked' down proudly at his' brawny figure— 
"so I—I treata her lam fine. That ces why I am 
here!" 


Down below us, in a clcnr ledge of rock, the stenm 


drills had bored a series of holes of varying depths, 
nnd men were busily swabbing the moisture out of 
them with oakum. Into each hole then the "dyna- 
miter" placed a brown stick of the "demon power," 
first inserting into the stick an exploding cap to 
which two copper wires were already attached. Each 
'hole was then filled with soft, dry dirt, tamped 
gently, and the copper wires left protruding at the 
surface. 


The drill holes were then united by connecting 


those wires all except one from each end hole, which 
were united with long insulated wires leading to an 
electric battery in the ledge above, perhaps one hun- 


" dred feet distant. The simple act of pressing a but- 


ton on this battery box completes the'current, sparks 
the caps and explodes each drill hole at practically 
the same time. 


Single holes, very deep and heavily charged, were 


connected with more battery boxes, nnd further 
away another dynamite gang was busy over big 
rocks shaken free by ?. previous explosion. On the 
top of each rock a part of a stick of dynamite was 
Taid and plastered down with mud, single powder 
fuses being used here instead of the continuous elec- 
tric wires.

His Rugged Kindness and Common Sense Shown in His Treatment 


of White House Sentry 


P 


EKHAPS the most distinguishing quality of 
Lincoln's character was the simplicity of his 
mind. It was, however, not the simplicity of 
ignorance or lack of thought, but the sim- 
plicity of wisdom. He had so trained himself 


that he could see plainly the great principles—the 
simple principles—underlying not only everyday mat- 
ters, but questions of statesmanship and even deeper 
speculations. 


An excellent story illustrating this, though in the 


nature of things it cannot be entirely new to all read- 
ers, so clearly displays at once bis acuteness Of 
mind and his kindly human feeling that it is well 
worth repeating. 


One winter night, when a sleet storm wns beating 


directly upon the front of the- White House. Lincoln, 
who was sitting within, saw through the glass doors 
a sentry who had been stationed on guard. Although 
the man was trying to protect himself as best he could 
in his old blue coat, yet the contrast between the sol- 
dier's discomfort nml the wnrm. comfortable atmos- 
phere within made the President uneasy. At length, 
unable to stand the sight. Lincoln nrosc, opened the 
door. and. speakingi to the sentinel, invited him to 
come inside. 


"Impossible. Mr. President.'' the soldier answered. 


"I wns stationed here and am on guard." 


"J'ut." snid Lincoln, "you can certainly guard the 


door just as well standing inside. Come in." 


"Thank you," said the soldier, "but I cannot leave 


my post." 


Lincoln for a moment retired, baffled, but in a *—• 


moments he repeated his kindly invitation, with the 
addition that he would be responsible to the soldier's 
superior ofliccr. Again the soldier thanked him and 
refused. 


P.ut .1 further period of reflection brought to the 


President a new idea, and, going for the third time to 
the door, he opened it and said:— 


"Sec here; it occurs to me that I am commander in 


chief of the army and navy, and I order you to come 
inside."

dynamite and it wouldn't explode. It takes a sharp 
detonation to do It—a cap. 
Well, naturally, that 


would do It. It's fulminate of mercury and has an 
explosive pressure of over three hundred tons to the 
square inch. A red spark too will do the work, A 
white spark won't, they say. 


"Now you see the safe .side of it. There's another 


side. 


"You saw me cut that stick in two. Well, I know 


of a dynamite agent—an old, experienced man—who 
was blown into shreds doing the same thing." 


"Then why did youV" 
"Well, the stick I cut was fresh. 
The makers 


guarantee it so. We cut 'em up here every day. But 
the stick Jim Martin cut had beeu frozen. He didn't 
know that. 


"Fully eighty per cent of the accidents are due to 


frozen dynamite. Yon see, when the stuff freezes— 
and I've yet to see a kind that won't freeze—the nitro- 
glycerine collects in streaks and lumps. .When you 
thaw out the stick the nitro doesn't rediffuse, and If 
your knife cut Into a fat streak—away you go! 


"We have a rule here never to cut a frozen stick. 


For thawing we use a double compartment tin pail 
with boiling water for heat, and we've yet to have an 
accident from that cause. 


"Funny thing happened this fall, though. One of 


the old thawing pails was thrown down here by some 
fool workman. It rolled against a pile of ties and 
might be there to-day had we not run a sidetrack 
along there. One day a gang was unloading rails from 
a Hat car. The first one struck this pail, and the nest 
.second the air was full of Hying lies and splinters. 


"You see, a good deal of nitro had leaked out of 


the dynamite while it was thawing uud hud gradually 
lodged in the crevices of the pail. 


Explosive Water. 


"Out West In a mining camp they tell of a miner 


who thawed out some sticks In a pan of water'and 
left the pan standing in the cabin. His partner came 
in just In lime to sec the dog stealing some meat, 
picked up the pan of water, hurled it at the dog and 
wns astonished to see the animal disappear with a 
loud explosion. There was nitro In the water. 


"They were terribly careless, those miners, and 


every now and then the landscape wns minus a cabin. 
Why, I've seen them place sticks of dynamite on the 
front of the stove, within five inches of red hot em- 
bers, while they cooked breakfast. Mebbe they would 
Just catch fire nnd burn, but sometimes they ex- 
ploded. 


"That's 'another curious thing about it. See?" The 


manager dumped out a handful of the pink powder 
and applied a match to it. It burned slowly with a 
bluish flame. "Out West," ho explained, "we'made 
rough assays of lend rock by pulverizing a sample, 
mixing it with dynamite In the form of a cone and 
touching it off. 


"So that makes it seem harmless, too. But if you did 


that with frozen dynamite you'd have a different 
story to tell—or, rather, you wouldn't be left to tell 
a story. 


"Out there they had a habit of biting their caps on 


to the fuse. That's bad. One day in a tunnel I heard 
a sharp crack, and then, outlined in the mouth of the 
tunnel, stood a swaying, headless man. Here at the 
quarry last year an inquisitive tool boy struck one 
with a hammer. He's that one armed boy working 
a forge in the blacksmith shop. Did you notice him?" 


Blown to Atoms. 


The bulk of the dynamite used in this quarry is 


stored in a dirt cellar house back in the woods, and 
is under the sole guardianship of Red Joe, the Italian. 
For convenience sake a smaller quantity, perhaps 
one hundred pounds, is kept in a shanty near the 
ledge. One night this exploded, no one knows how 
or why. 


Next morning the shanty was gone and the spot 


where it had stood was covered with pine bushes 
torn up by the roots in a more or less exact circum- 
ference and piled up neatly in the centre of a circle 
where the shanty was. Every window In the office 
was broken, and the glass on the side toward the ex- 
plosion was blown outward. Pnpers from within were 
also swept out toward the shanty, quite a distance. 


These strange phenomena were due to the fact that 


exploded dynamite creates a vacuum all about it, and 
its surrounding destructive force is created by inrush- 
ing air. 


The exact extent of this circular vacuum for a given 


amount of dynamite was ihown one time by a strange 
and deplorable accident involving four workmen. 


One man, working over the dynamite when it ex- 


ploded, disappeared altogether. .The.bodies of two 
other men, working fifty nnd one hundred feet away, 
were swept in with the debris, one terribly shattered, 
the other stripped of all his clothing, but still alive. 
The fourth man, about one hundred and fifty feet 
away, -was seen walking off in a dazed, aimless way 
and climbing a fence. He was just beyond the circum- 
ference of the death circle. 


The complete disappearance of a body directly In 


contact with exploding dynamite is not due, it is now 
thought, to its utter disruption, but rather to the 
terrific heat which Is suddenly and briefly generated. 
It is difficult almost to imagine the degree of that 
heat. 


Generates Terrific Heat. 


A copper cent placed under an exploding stick ol 


dynamite disappeared so completely thnt a chemical 
analysis of the surface of the steel block upon which 
it rested failed to give a trace of it. Evidently then 
it was resolved by heat into its elements, which in 
turn were passed off in a gaseous state. 


As we talked Bed ,Toe came along, jangling the 


keys of the dynamite house ngninst his dinner p.iil 
and carolling a merry song. "Gooda night!'' he called. 


"Nervy man," I ventured. 
"Well, yes and no," said the manager, seriously. 


"I'll tell you some queer things about him. Last yea?, 
when we were having strike troubles with new men, 
Joe slept in the dynamite house—at his own sugges- 
tion, too—almost a month. Slept right over a ton of 
dynamite in dangerous times—really slept, too! 


"And yet you couldn't get -Toe to climb to the lop of 


Hint tall mast over there. He's afrnid to: says so. 
And last winter he was the one man scared to walk 
across the Ice of the river on his wny home. 


"No, he's just a dynamiter. He's very careful. He 


goes through his duties just as a boy recites a weil 
memorized lesson, correctly, but not. thinking deeply 
about it. And then he's proud of his job. 
Over in 


'Little Italy,' across the river, he sports a velvet vest 
on Sundays and is called—well, what's the Italian 
name for Joseph Dynamite? 


"And then, of course." concluded the manager, -with 


a wry smile, "he's got to earn a living, like the rest of 
us."
